Submerged, the entire ship displaces sixty-four thousand six hundred and fifty 
tons". 

"The Benthos hull is composed of eighteen layers of six-inch titanium, 
one hundred eight inches thick, capable of withstanding compressive forces in 
excess of ninety-six billion pounds. The hull of the vessel is actually a perfect 
sphere, its flattened underside a nonpressure cowling designed to support its 
ballast tanks." 

"The interior of the Benthos is divided into seven decks, each self- 
contained. In the unlikely event of a hull breach on one deck, the remaining 
decks would maintain integrity." 

The computer image of the Benthos changed, its outer casing dissolving 
to reveal its internal compartments. 

"As we can see, each deck is linked by a sealed stairway, or 
companionway, as well as an access tube that runs as a vertical connecting 
shaft down the very center of the vessel. Watertight hatches capable of 


withstanding pressures in excess of sixteen thousand pounds per square inch 
separate each adjoining level. 

"Our tour begins at the top, or A deck. This domed section, which we 
call our observation deck, contains an additional interior shell composed 
entirely of ten-inch-thick LEXAN, a clear, impenetrable, plastic. Thirty 
percent of the outer titanium hull along A deck can be retracted like the dome 
of a telescope, revealing the unexplored beauty of the deep Universe." 

"B deck contains the bridge, or command center of the Benthos. Our 
computer and engine room is located directly below the bridge on C deck. D 
deck, the central and largest deck in our spherical sub, contains our galley, 
dining area, and recreation lounge. Crews quarters are located on E deck, 
along with the ship's stores. Deck F is where the Benthos's nuclear reactor is 
housed, as well as a variety of equipment and mechanical rooms. The sub's 
single screw can also be accessed from here. The lowest level, its dimensions 
identical to the observation area, is G deck. It is here, at the bottom of the 
sub, where all entry into the Benthos takes place." 

"Situated beneath the Benthos'’s hull is an abyssal docking station 
designed for the vessel's submersible transport ships, the Proteus, the 
Prometheus and the Epimetheus. A pressurized vault originates just below G 
deck. Mechanical docking arms located in the undercarriage position the 
submersible, lifting its conning tower up and into the flooded docking bay. 
Once the sub is sealed in place, this compartment drains and repressurizes, a 
feat made possible using the combined efforts of ten, five-hundred horsepower 
pumps, creating over two million two-hundred and forty thousand foot pounds 
of force per cubic foot. G deck also houses a one-thousand-eight-hundred- 
square-foot underwater hangar, which can be pressurized or vented using 
massive hydraulic ram pumps located on level F, allowing for deployment of 
heavy equipment or robotic operational vehicles into the abyss." 

"Designed as both an exploratory vessel and deep-sea submarine 
docking center, the Benthos can remain within the deep at neutral buoyancy 
for months at atime. The ship's flat undercarriage is composed of two 
different types of pressurized ballast tanks. Gasoline-filled pontoon-like tanks 
provide positive buoyancy while pressurized tanks filled with seawater can be 
adjusted to achieve both negative and neutral buoyancy. Forward 
maneuverability is made possible by our nuclear-powered S8G reactor, which 
provides steam to drive the electrical turbo generators and motor that turn 
Benthos's single-propeller shaft—" 

Terry turned the computer off, wrapping herself tighter within the 
blanket.

Feeding Time 


California Coast 


Propelled by the supple movement of its great tail, the female glided in 
silence through the depths. Despite its prodigious size, nature had endowed 
the Megalodon, it most supreme hunter, for speed. From the tip of its blunt 
triangular snout, the muscular body tapered back, allowing it to soar through 
the water with minimal resistance. Beyond the vertical gill slits were the 
creature's massive horizontal pectoral fins, which worked like the ailerons of a 
jet fighter, controlling the creature's roll, yaw, and pitch. Pelvic fins 
maintained the shark's elevation, while the ominous seven-foot dorsal fin, a 
gracefully curving sail, held the creature steady as it moved through the sea. 

Propelling the Megalodon through its environment was its powerful 
caudal, or tail, fin, at the base of which was the muscular peduncle, twice as 
wide as it was deep, which served as a keel, adding stability and strength to 
the tail. Just ahead of the caudal fin were two smaller fins; a secondary dorsal 
fin and an anal fin. These slight protrusions increased laminar flow across the 
predator's tail, helping to diminish drag further. 

Even the Megalodon's skin contributed to its hydrodynamics. Made up 
of sharp scales, or denticles, the skin channeled the flow of water, decreasing 
drag while allowing the fish to move silently through its environment. 

Cruising just above stall speed, the female continued its journey north 
along the California coastline. Snakelike movements of its head allowed 
water to flow through grapefruit-size troughs along the underside of its 
conical snout. Entering the nostrils, the seawater passed into the nasal cavity, 
coming in contact with a series of lamellae that allowed it to detect even the 
smallest traces of chemical odor in the water. 

The predator rose through the thermocline, picking up the scent of it 


prey. 


The humpback pod remained close to the surface, swimming in majestic 
up-and-down movements created by their colossal horizontal flukes. Every so 
often, a forty-ton cow would breach, exhaling a towering spout of moist air 
before sucking in a breath through twin nasal blowholes. 

Haunting groans and squeals echoed beneath the waves as the pod 
communicated with its own. Having detected the powerful scent of the 
advancing hunter, the whales closed ranks, mothers nudging their young 
closer to the surface. 


It was not long before the wolf entered the arena to circle the flock. 
Sensory cells peppered beneath the shark's snout detected the faint electrical 
fields generated by the whales’ beating hearts and swimming muscles. The 
hunter quickly targeted the young, moving in for the kill. 

Walls of heaving blubber crashed down upon the charging female's 
snout. The inexperienced hunter veered away, then darted back into the fray. 
Pushing its nose through the surging behemoths, the shark attempted to latch 
its teeth into the nearest calf. The cows turned upon the intruder, attempting 
to ward off the shark with head butts and powerful slaps from their flukes. 

The Megalodon retreated, then circled again.

Half Moon Bay Beach 
18 miles south of San Francisco

Cape Disappointment 


Cape Disappointment 
6:45 a.m. 


Under a gray morning sky, the U.S. Cost Guard rescue vessel, Chinook, 
raced head-on to meet another fifteen-foot wall of raging white water. With a 
bone-rattling smash, the wave stopped the vessel in its tracks, lifting its bow 
as it dropped more than twenty tons of sea onto the four-man crew. 

Lieutenant Eric "Big Daddy" Wisdom smiled from his vantage behind 
the pilothouse as he watched cadets Geary and Richardson hold on for dear 
life. Both men were trainees enrolled in the Coast Guard's heavy-surf and 
weather rescue course, taught exclusively in the waters off Cape 
Disappointment. Wearing protective helmets and heavy weather gear, the two 
cadets were harnessed to a steel rail mounted behind the open pilothouse.

Careful review of all pertinent data regarding the 
May 222d accident within the Mariana Trench indicates 
that no other vessels or predatory life-forms were 
involved. My evaluation of sonargrams from both the 
Benthos and its surface vessel, Goliath, indicate 
nothing out of the ordinary prior to the (Proteus) 
submersible's loss of hull integrity (see enclosed sonar 
records, ref. #5/22.10:34.17 through #5/22.10:56.04). 

It is my opinion that piloting error was 
responsible for the submersible accident, most likely 
caused when the starboard bow plane struck a black 
smoker (see enclosed photos of debris field). 

Geo-Tech Industries has already begun the 
process of restitution in regards to the four victims’ 
surviving families. It is our request that deployment of 
the UNIS array be allowed to continue, and, unless 
further information is requested, the Tanaka Institute 
will consider the matter closed.

ESCAPED MEGALODON SIGHTED OFF 
LEADBETTER POINT 


OYSTERVILLE, WA.— 
Carcharodon megalodon, the 72-foot 
monster shark that only days earlier 
attacked a Coast Guard vessel, killing two, 
was sighted by fishermen off Leadbetter 
Point early yesterday evening. 

"We were heading in when this huge 
white dorsal fin started circling the boat," 
said Cal Cambronne, a local fisherman. 
"Damn thing followed us right into the bay 
before heading out to sea. Scared hell out 
of the entire crew. Our boat's only a 50- 
footer." 

In a related story, scientists at Sea 
World report that Tootie, the 18,000 pound 
gray whale calf released into the wild 
weeks earlier, appears to have abandoned 
its attempts to migrate north to the Bering 
Sea. The newborn, which had beached 
itself four months earlier along Ocean 
Shores, was spotted feeding in Grays 
Harbor yesterday by whale watchers. 
Biologists at Sea World tracking the calf's 
movements by radio transmitter confirmed 


Tootie's position to be less than 25 miles 
from where the Megalodon was last sited. 

Animal-rights activist Gay Gordon 
expressed concern that the newborn whale 
was in danger. "While we commend Sea 
World for saving Tootie 's life, we believe 
that officials should have delayed the calf's 
return to the wild until after the 
Megalodon's recapture. 

Pete Soderblom, Sea World's animal- 
care supervisor, could to be reached for 
comment.

"Arrange for the cargo container and harness to rendezvous with us at 
the Westport Marina. That truck needs to be on the highway within the next 
hour.

Coils wrapped around 
the outside of the toroidal or doughnut create a magnetic field inside the 
chamber, which, in turn, stabilizes the fusion plasma—" 

"Now you're way over my head. Just tell me how Benedict is involved." 

"Hear me out. The main challenge of fusion is to be able to contain the 
hot plasma for a sufficient amount of time. This relates to problems with the 
fuel itself, specifically tritium, which is radioactive. Several years ago Israeli 
Intelligence learned of a secret meeting between Benedict Singer and Osama 
bin Laden, exiled Saudi millionaire and financier of the National Islamic 
Front, a terrorist organization linked to the attack of the World Trade Center, 
as well as several other bombings, including there ones on the Kenya and 
Nairobi embassies. At this meeting Benedict demonstrated a prototype fuel 
that created a fusion reaction said to have been off the scale of any energy 
reaction previously accomplished. Bin Laden and his Arab associates were so 
impressed that they agreed to finance GTI's work in exchange for partial 
control of the technology. With their backing and influence, Benedict has 
been able to recruit some of the brightest minds in Russian and the Middle 
East to help him construct what may turn out to be the world's first true 
tokamak fusion reactor." 

"What happens if Benedict succeeds?" 

"If he succeeds, he'll change the balance of power for decades to come. 
Up to now, fusion has been a shared technology among the world's nations, a 
united effort to pool our resources for the common good. Fusion would 
legitimize bin Laden's influence on our entire global economy.

"It's a little difficult to see, because the jaws themselves have been so 
severely crushed by the predator that killed it, but if you look here, you can 
still see fragments of four-inch teeth." 

"And you call this a pliosaur?" Benedict asked, examining the jaw. 

"Actually, I've identified this particular animal as a Kronosaurus, the 
largest of the known pliosaurs. The species dates back to the early 
Cretaceous, more than one hundred million years ago. Until Carcharodon 
megalodon came along, these monsters were the true lords of the sea. 
Kronosaurus dominated the warm shallow seas along the landmass that 
eventually became Australia. Fossilized evidence indicates the creature's 
length reached more than forty feet. This animal was four to five times 
heavier than a Tyrannosaurus Rex, and could probably have eaten one for 
breakfast." 

"And this was the creature's skull?" 

"Just a section, beginning about its midjaw, extending back to its 
forelimb girdle and upper rib cage. See these two holes," Heath stated as he 
pointed along the dorsal skull. "It's hard to tell because they're crushed, but 
those were the creature's orbital bones, or eye sockets. Kronosaurus's head 
was flat-topped, with a set of powerful jaws larger and more destructive than 
that of T-Rex. Each upper and lower jaw contained twenty to twenty-five 
teeth. The rest of the body was ellipsoidal, very streamlined, with two pairs 
of elongated limbs, which acted like wing-shaped flippers. The torso tapered 
back, ending in a short, muscular tail. The rather large limb girdles we've 


collected from other fossils indicate the creature's were pursuit predators, 
capable of swimming very fast through the sea." 

Benedict stared at the fossil with respect. "How old is this specimen?" 

"That's what's so incredible. The animal we're looking at inhabited 
these waters less than two thousand years ago. What's more, this animal 
shows clear anatomical adaptations to its environment." Heath pointed to the 
crushed rib cage along the wider end of the skull. "Again, it's difficult to tell 
because of the overwhelming damage, but these grooves along either side of 
the gastral rib cage appear to be gill slits." 

"Gill slits? I thought this was a reptile?" 

"It is, or rather, it was. What you're looking at is a prehistoric marine 
reptile that adapted to a deep-water habitat by growing gills. This particular 
species apparently evolved over tens of millions of years in order to exist 
within the unique environmental conditions of the Mariana Trench." 

"Then you believe the Prometheus was attacked by Kronosaurs?" 

"As unbelievable as it sounds—yes. Look, we know that most of the 
dinosaurs disappeared worldwide at the end of the Mesozoic era, about sixty- 
five million years ago. The ancient marine reptiles disappeared about the 
same time, but their extinction was more gradual, due to a steady drop in sea 
temperatures." 

"Reptiles, being cold-blooded, rely on the sun as their main source of 
energy and heat. Scientists always believed that life couldn't exist without the 
sun. The discovery of hydrothermal vents in 1977 changed all that. Now we 
know that bacteria and other sea creatures of the abyss are able to utilize 
sulfur and other chemicals that spew out of hydrothermal vents. Instead of 
photosynthesis, these creatures rely on chemosynthesis." 

"You're not telling me anything new, Professor." 

"I realize that, sir, but everything I've just said leads up to an incredible 
theory I have about the Trench." 

Heath pulled out a U.S. Geological Survey map of the Western Pacific. 
A red line circled the arching chain of the Mariana Islands. The dark outline 
of the Mariana Trench ran parallel, just east of the landmass, as if shadowing 
it. 

"We know the Mariana Trench, Ridge, and the adjacent Mariana Islands 
were all formed by the continuous subduction of the Pacific Plate thrusting 
beneath the Philippine Plate. This tectonic process has probably gone on for 
billions of years. At one time, the Mariana Islands, which are a classic 
example of an active chain of stratovolcanoes, were all, in fact, underwater. 
One hundred million years ago, the area from here to the Australian landmass 
was a warm tropical sea teeming with all sorts of prehistoric species of fish 
and reptiles. And at the top of the food chain were the Kronosaurs." 

"Sixty-five million years ago, an asteroid collision set off a series of 
mass extinctions. Sea levels dropped, the air cooled, as did water 
temperatures. Kronosaurus, being a reptile, suddenly found the sun no longer 


capable of sustaining its body temperature. Desperate for warmth, many of 
these creatures would have ventured into the deepest warmer depths of the 
Mariana Trench, where the superheated waters rising from hydrothermal vents 
act like a primordial furnace, allowing the marine reptile to maintain its body 
heat." 

"Interesting," Benedict said, stroking his goatee. "So the Mariana 
Trench became an oasis for certain prehistoric species of marine life." 

"Exactly." 

"This animal, Professor—what killed it?" 

"The only natural enemy the Kronosaurus had was Carcharodon 
megalodon. Even though the sharks didn't evolve until much later in the 
Cretaceous, Megalodon was bigger, meaner, and better equipped to handle 
changes in water temperatures. Fossilized records of Megalodon teeth 
indicate the sharks continued to thrive in oceans all over the world up until the 
last ice age, about one hundred thousand to two million years ago." 

Heath glanced at his watch. "I've read Jonas Taylor's theories on how 
Carcharodon megalodon managed to survive extinction after the last Ice Age 
by inhabiting the warm bottom layers of the Mariana Trench. The one thing I 
always questioned was how these enormous sharks could survive, isolated in 
the abyss, with only a limited food supply. It turns out that the food supply 
wasn't limited at all. Kronosaurus had been proliferating in the Trench for 
tens of millions of years, long before the first Megalodon ever sought refuge 
in the gorge. Of course, once Megalodon moved into the Trench, the hunters 
became the hunted." 

Heath pointed to a series of holes lining the rib cage of the fossil. 

"See these holes?" Heath said. "They're bite marks. This Kronosaurus 
was killed by a Megalodon. The shark clamped its jaws onto the animal's 
head and upper torso, chomping through bone in one powerful bite that not 
only crushed its prey's spine, but actually severed the marine reptile in two. 
I'll bet the reason these Kronosaurus now hunt in packs is to defend 
themselves against Megalodon attacks." 

"So the mysterium trememdium is finally resolved. And how do you 
propose we defend ourselves against this pack of Kronosaurus?" 

"In the Mariana Trench, size matters. The Kronosaurs are nearly as 
large as the Prometheus, so they'll continue to attack. But even four of these 
beasts are no match for the Benthos, the largest moving thing in the Trench. 
My advice is simple: Keep the Benthos close at all times, even if it means 
delaying the completion of your mission." 

"I understand." 

Heath turned as Sergei entered the lab. 

"Sergei, wait for me in the corridor, please," Benedict said, "I'll be right 
with you." He turned back to Heath, extending his hand. "Better get down to 
G deck, Professor."

Mariana Trench

21 miles southwest of Kamchatka Peninsula
